Since the public first began to receive" 
flying saucer reports from volunteer 
vrltnessas a few years ago, a good roany 
thousand objects have been observed In 
the olcleo. These have taken the form 
of lights of various colors, of tangi¬ 
ble vehicles described right down to 
their portholes with faces looking out, 
or of misty apparitions. They have 
been seen standing still in the heavens 
travelling at low altitude at slow 
speeds, and zooming at tremendous 
heights and velocities up to that of 
light. They have been completely sl- 
lont, they have swished gently, they 
have whistled v;lth the speed of their 
passage or rung like bells. 

Their shapes have ranged from saucer- 
llke, clgar-like, bullet-llke and dlso- 
llke, to spherical, cloud-shaped, tear- 
drop-shaped and lndetez*nilnate. 

They have been colored orange, yellow, 
silver, wlilte, red, grey, blue and 
flame. 

They have been small enough to hold 
little men three feet In height, and 
largo enough to hold a city office 
building. They fly singly and In 
groups.

Obviously, they all have at least one 
thing In common. They obligingly adapt 
themselves to the taste and Inrnglnatlve 
ability of the viewer. Seeing may not 
bo bellevlngj but believing Is certain¬ 
ly seeing. 

A number of books have been written on 
the subject of what have become Imown 
as unidentified flying objects. That 
term doesnVt mean quite what it would 
seem to. 

among the thousands of sightings which 
hr.ve been reported and laboriously 
checked by U.S. or Canadian Air Force 
authorities, a comparatively few have 
been found impossible to Identify. For 
want of an explanation, those were dub¬ 
bed UFOs, meaning It not known what 
they vrere. If Indeed they wore anything 
at all. 

That \iras all the UFO believers needed. 
Now every sighting that cannot be Iden¬ 
tified as a plane, meteorological bal¬ 
loon, cloud shadow, searchlight reflec¬ 
tion, moon, star nnd all the innumera¬ 
ble things which excite people's Imagi¬ 
nation—that Is, every UFO, Is taken to 
bo a flying saucer and Its listing as 

a UFO by the authorities is^takon as

It’s as logical ns your saying: "I saw 
a woman downtown today but I don’t know 
-viho she Tp^as.” And someone’s answer: "Then 
obviously It v/as your Aunt ii'mma." 

A number of books have been written on 
the subject of UPOa, moat of them In favcJ^ 
Only a fsw have been written In oontra- 
diotlon. Scientists as a class are usu¬ 
ally busy with other things promising 
more achievement. Their attitude seems to 
be that If you want to believe that every¬ 
body you don't recognize is Axint Smma, 
then It’s alright with them. Their 
attitude. In fact, la the exact opposite 
of the man who said the other day that 
he’s going to believe he saw a flying 
saucer until It’s proved otherwise* 

It’s not so exciting an attitude, of 
course, but It saves a lot of wear and 
tear on the ox^dulity glands. 

One of the most ambitious books on sauoerc 
was written by an Itinerant philosopher 
who retired to a cabin on a hill some¬ 
where in California. He had not only 
seen saucers, he had been taken aboard 
one. He saw one saucer take off from a 
desert location. But when he wont back 
to get some of the sand that had boon 
fused by the take-off Jets, somebody 
had removed It. Tough luck. 

He had also obtained a piece of the won¬ 
derful co^ox^d cloth which tho saucer 
people had worn. Unfortunately, this 
was stolen from him later on. Tragic. 

He knows that some of the saucer people 
are walking around amongst us today, ai*e 
watching and waiting. Unfortunately they 
are unidentified walking objects—they 
resemble us so closely you oan’t toll 
them from people. Another saucer fan 
was convinced that the U3AF was hiding 
valuable fjvldence of a saucer landing. 

He demanded that they reveal all, but 
they took no notice. They should have, 
because ho spoke with all the power and 
prestige of a newspaper editor. The mere 
fact that It wasn’t a scientific paper, 
but a Jouraal devoted to the doings of 
stage and vaudeville folk should not 
have detracted from his case.

disc aeorood to be either larger than 
the 2 outside discs or closer* The 
underside of the lai*ge disc appeared to 
be brighter than the top position. 

The two smaller dlsos had an all-over 
steady color, silvery appearance. 

As he watched them, the 3 objects 
(alternately back and forth) lovelled 
off and lay flat and then tilted up to 
their original position. The dlsos 
appeared to hover, except the large disc 
moved closer at one point and then moved 
back towards the west. None moved from 
their original positions to the north 
or south. Thero wez»e no visible pro- 
truslona nor anything resembling land¬ 
ing gear* Surfaces were smooth and no 
openings were visible. Jenkins was on
